3. \ealthier members of the Soviet community have been heavily assessed. 
Some have been paying as much as the equivalent of 325 a month for 
the support of such institutions as schools and clubs. 


4. The Kunst Club, Tientsin Russian Jewish club, was taken over by the 
Soviets on 16 June 1949. Balloting was open end members opposing 
the move were afraid to vote against it, especially as the Club 
committee and the Soviet Consulate handled the voting.
